In  addition  to  carrying  five  or  six  solid  subjects, 
many  CCJHS’ers  find  time  for  extracurricular  activi¬ 
ties.  Clubs  associated  with  nearly  every  subject  — from

The  world  revolves  around  people,  places,  ideas 
—  and  mathematics.  Math,  to  some  extent,  enters 
into  the  lives  of  all  people.  Men,  women,  and  children 
are  all  concerned  with  money,  and  many  people  hold 
jobs  involving  math.  High  school  students  study  math 
to  prepare  for  college  and  careers. 

This  year  there  were  674  students  enrolled  in  the 
five  mathematics  courses  at  CCJHS:  332  in  freshman 
algebra,  137  in  geometry,  77  in  junior  algebra,  48 
in  trigonometry,  and  80  in  commercial  mathematics. 
Seven  teachers  led  these  students  in  basic  fundamentals 
and  modern  principles  of  integers,  planes,  equations, 
logarithms,  and  acute  angles.

Beginning  in  the  freshman  year,  students  of  CCJHS 
are  confronted  with  the  wonders  of  science.  Biology, 
chemistry  and  physics  are  offered  to  all  students. 

In  biology,  students  discover  new  principles  of  life, 
both  plant  and  animal.  Through  diagram  and  actual 
dissection,  the  concepts  become  more  fully  under¬ 
stood. 

Chemistry  students  learn  about  the  elements  and 
certain  properties  contained  in  various  substances. 
Experiments  aid  them  in  their  study. 

By  their  senior  year,  science  students  are  ready  to 
tackle  physics.  Weight,  velocity,  gravity,  and  horse 
power  all  become  better  understood.  Many  formulas, 
concerning  matter  and  energy,  are  also  learned,  in 
preparation  for  college  work.

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Everyone  is  aware  of  life  — people  live,  and  are 
responsible  for  what  they  do.  They  can  shape  their 
lives  in  hopes  of  making  their  future  dreams  realities

But  how  many  of  them  know  what  shaped  them  like 
they  are,  what  the  story  of  their  history  and  culture  is? 

CCJHS  offers  seven  courses  in  social  studies;  U.S. 
government  and  U.S.  history  are  required,  geography, 
world  history,  economics,  sociology,  and  vocational 
information  are  electives.  There  are  over  700  students 
enrolled  in  these  courses,  some  taking  as  many  as  three 
at  once.  From  Washington  D.C.  to  Africa,  from  the 
study  of  business  to  the  study  of  people  — CCJHS 
students  study  the  past,  live  in  the  present,  and  pre¬ 
pare  for  the  future.

English  is  the  key  that  unlocks  many  different 
doors  to  the  future.  Our  future  depends  a  great  deal 
upon  how  much  we  understand  the  English  language 
and  use  it  properly  to  express  ourselves.  The  CCJHS 
English  department  helps  us  in  many  ways  to  prepare 
for  our  future  years. 

Literature  is  offered  for  the  freshmen,  juniors, 
and  seniors.  Sophomores  learn  how  to  speak  elo¬ 
quently  in  the  first  semester  speech  course.  Seniors 
improve  their  reading  comprehension  and  speed 
through  the  SRA  reading  programs.  Book  reports 
and  themes  help  students  learn  how  to  express  their 
ideas  and  opinions  on  paper.  Famous  People's  Re¬ 
ports  help  us  to  learn  of  famous  people  of  the  past 
and  present.

Many  CCJHS  students  took  advantage  of  our  foreign 
language  system  this  past  year.  Aided  by  three  in¬ 
structors  and  the  language  lab,  these  students  gained 
a  better  understanding  of  their  respective  languages. 

Under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Roberts,  the  new  French 
teacher,  the  French  students  worked  at  mastering 
their  language.  Through  the  use  of  language  drills  and 
conversations  the  pupils  learned  the  correct  usage  of 
grammar  and  pronunciation  in  the  language  lab.  The 
third  and  fourth  year  pupils  read  French  literature 
and  all  gained  a  background  of  French  civilization. 

The  Spanish  pupils,  taught  by  Mrs.  Heinbaugh, 
learned  dialogues  and  conversations,  and  also  used  the 
language  lab  to  facilitate  their  learning.  Studying 
vocabulary  projects  made  by  fellow  students,  as  well 
as  reading  Spanish  literature  and  periodicals,  enabled 
those  learning  Espanol  to  increase  their  vocabulary 
and  knowledge. 

As  opposed  to  French  and  Spanish,  the  study  of  the 
Latin  language  is  primarily  written.  With  Miss  Walter 
teaching,  the  Latin  students  studied  classical 
mythology  along  with  their  regular  grammatical  work. 
Latin  projects  were  made  and  notebooks  were  kept  to 
help  in  vocabulary  learning.  The  advanced  students 
translated  stories  by  some  of  the  most  famous  Roman 
authors  and  orators.

With  the  instruction  of  these  skills  come  many  bene¬ 
ficial  aids. 

Typing,  shorthand,  bookkeeping,  secretarial  science, 
office  practice,  general  business,  English  and  business 
law.  and  commercial  math  introduce  the  complete 
list  of  business  courses.  Students  have  their  choice  of 
subjects  with  most  of  these  curricula. 

The  teachers  have  plenty  of  work  keeping  their 
students  occupied  during  school.  Piles  of  paperwork 
are  carried  home  each  night  to  be  graded  and  returned 
the  next  day.  The  work  accomplished  by  business 
students  grows,  class  after  class.

Art  is  constantly  changing;  from  cultural,  to  modern, 
to  creative  over  and  over  again.  These  changes  were 
brought  to  95  first,  second,  third,  and  fourth  year 
students  by  Miss  Stewart  in  her  second  year  at  CCJHS. 
They  learned  the  techniques  in  working  with  ceramics, 
paintings,  sketchings,  jewelry,  and  several  types  of 
sculpture. 

The  dramatic  classes,  directed  by  Mr.  Moore,  ex¬ 
panded  their  knowledge  in  the  field  of  entertainment 
by  presenting  and  directing  plays,  mimicking  records, 
and  learning  the  basic  arts  of  the  theater.

They  do 
play  important  parts  in  the  home-ec  department  of 
CCJHS,  but  Mrs.  Might  and  Mrs.  Witmer  guide  their 
classes  in  many  other  areas  also.  The  girls  learn 
personnel  hygiene,  child  care,  how  to  manage  a  house¬ 
hold,  and  budget,  knitting,  nutrition,  and  meal  plan¬ 
ning,  as  well  as  other  areas  of  homemaking,  which 
help  prepare  them  for  married  life  or  a  professional 
career. 
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Vocational  education  conditions  boys  for  future 


Agriculture,  mechanical  drawing,  general  shop, 
machine  shop,  woodworking,  and  automotive  mech¬ 
anics  are  the  major  areas  of  shop  offered  at  CCJHS. 

Mr.  Wilder  leads  his  agriculture  boys  in  activities 
such  as  grain  growing  contests  and  dairy  projects, 
while  they  learn  the  basics  of  good  farming.  In  mech¬ 
anical  drawing,  Mr.  Fry  teaches  his  students  how  to 
construct  precise  drawings  of  different  objects. 

Machine  shop  students,  aided  by  Mr.  Shipman, 
learn  how  to  operate  machines  such  as  the  milling 
machine,  shaper,  and  metal  lathe.  They  also  learn 
about  welding.  Under  Mr.  Steill,  the  woodworking 
classes  worked  on  at  least  two  projects;  one  to  be  done 
on  a  wood  lathe,  the  other  one  required  was  to  be  a 
piece  of  furniture  made  from  the  student's  own  plan. 

Mr.  Norris  teaches  automotive  mechanics.  His  stu¬ 
dents  begin  with  a  bicycle,  which  they  must  be  able  to 
take  apart  and  put  together.  They  also  learn  the  names 
of  the  different  parts.  After  mastering  the  bicycle,  they 
move  on  to  small  gas  engines.  In  the  latter  part  of  the 
year,  the  boys  disassemble  automobile  engines.  Gen¬ 
eral  shop  is  taught  by  Mr.  Shipman,  Mr.  Steill,  and 
Mr.  Norris.

Physical  education  helps 

Physical  fitness  has  a  dual  purpose  as  it  keeps  the 
body  coordinated  and  the  mind  alert.  Physical  fitness 
furthers  the  achievement  of  academic  goals. 

The  freshmen  and  sophomores  participated  in  ten¬ 
nis,  soccer,  folk-dancing,  volleyball,  basketball, 
tumbling,  shuffleboard,  and  table  tennis.

An  honest  effort  to  win,  a  smile  and  a  good 
attitude,  combine  to  make  a  victory,  regardless  of 
the  final  score.  “Fields  are  won  by  those  who  believe 
in  winning”— and  the  Eagles  do. 
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NEIAC  football  champs  — undefeated,  untied 


John  Chapman  coached  his  team  to  an  undefeated, 
untied  season;  but  that  was  21  years  ago,  1945.  Today, 
1966,  the  CCJHS  Eagles  overwhelmingly  succeeded 
in  smashing  their  foes  for  an  undefeated,  untied  sea¬ 
son;  finally  proving  that  CC  could  win.  The  Eagles 
outscored  (232  points  — 49  points),  outran  (2540  yards 
—  43  yards),  and  out-passed  (489  yards  — 471  yards) 
total  yardage  3,029  yards  — 989  yards)  their  opponents 
for  the  first  winning  season  in  12  years. 

Coach  Don  Armstrong,  aided  by  Coach  Janney 
and  Coach  Raether,  had  his  players  working  through¬ 
out  the  spring  and  summer,  lifting  weights  and  run¬ 
ning,  in  preparation  for  the  season.  Diligent  work  and 


a  desire  to  win  paid  off  in  victory,  nine  straight.  There 
were  17  seniors  contributing  their  experience  and  36 
underclassmen  adding  their  zest  to  make  the  full 
complement  of  53  athletes. 

The  Eagles  accumulated  548  yards  in  penalties 
outstripping  their  opponents  484  yards.  They  inter¬ 
cepted  8  passes  but  had  9  passes  picked  off  by  the 
opponents.  They  lost  the  ball  16  times  through  fumbles 
and  recovered  12  of  their  opponent's  fumbles.  The 
Eagle's  dominant  possession  of  the  ball  is  illustrated 
by  the  fact  that  they  romped  to  156  first  downs  while 
the  opponents  only  achieved  69  first  downs.

Up  to  this  season,  Tom  Wood  has  set  a  record  for  the  most  wins 
14-5. 


This  year,  Columbia  City's  baseball  team  is  striving 
for  their  third  straight  NEIAC  championship  by  tying 
Concordia  for  first  place.  Both  Columbia  City  and 
Concordia  had  7-2  NEIAC  records.  Their  overall  '66 
record  was  10-5. 

Besides  being  NEIAC  champs,  the  1966  baseball 
team  set  three  school  records.  The  only  triple  play  in 
the  history  of  Columbia  City  Joint  High  School  was 
scored  against  Auburn  by  the  '66  team.  They  also  set  a 
record  for  the  most  hits  in  a  season  —  100.  Their  third 
record  was  for  the  most  times  at  bat  in  a  season,  which 
was  404. 

Columbia  City  had  only  one  returning  letterman, 
Tim  Cook,  who  is  a  member  of  the  300  club.  He  hit  at 
.318  average  in  1965.  Tom  Wood  holds  the  record  for 
being  the  winningest  pitcher  in  Columbia  City's  rec¬ 
ord,  with  a  14-5  record  up  to  this  season.
